JAPAN'S" RESOURCES IN

N the current number of the World's Woik, a Japanese 


writei, Jitoei Hashiguchi, says outsiders are not able 


to torm an accurate opinion of the reaL condition of the 
military resouices of Japan. The general opinion is tluut 
the piesent Japanese strength in the field, approximating 
half a5 million soldiers, is about the maximum military 
capacity of Japan in Manchuria, for necessarily, troops 
must be left at home and alomg the line of communi- 
cation m Mojiohuiia and Korea. 


This Japanese writer who claims to have an intimate 


knowledge of military affairs in the Mikado's kingdom, is 
confident that Japan can call into service at shiort notice 
1,500,000 men of strong physique, and this outside of the 
laige national guard or home reserves 
According to hrs 


information, 539,282 men, which was the number eligible 
for conscription in 1901, had no objectionable physical 
defects and belonged to the first class, as! shown by phy- 
sical examination TJG men who belonged to the second 
class had mererlyi shghit defects in the eyes or in some 
othei bodily! function 
The total number of men in 


naval reserves is 27,865, and they are described as of the 
best physique More than double this number can, of nec- 
essary, be recruited from the merchant marine
